President Roosevelt may reply to 
Chancellor Hitler in a “fireside chat” 
over the radio, it was said in usually 
informed congressional circles Sat- 
urday. 

Respondiry Friday to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s recent plea that Germany and 
Italy promise not to invade or at- 
tack 31 independent nations for at 
least ten years, the German Chancel- 
lor offered peace pledges to these 
states—provided they asked for them 
and accompanied their requests with 
proposals he considered suitable. 

One influential administration sup- 
porter in congress cited the fact the 
Fuehrer’s response to the United 
States President was, delivered before 
the German Reichstag and broadcast 
over the world.

The seed should be sown in the 
early spring, or mid-August or Sep- 
tember.

Sow the seed at the rate of four to 
nix bushels per acre of Kentucky blue

Preparation of the seed bed or rows 
is very important; having a bearing 
on the germination of seed. 

Assuming the land is ready for seed 
sowing, having been ploughed and: 
cultivated (or dug up with the spade, | 
forked over, and raked off), unless 
this loose ground has been made fairly | 
firm by treading (or levelled in case | 
of larger area), the seed will be liable | 
to rot in loose ground following rains | 
and cool weather at this time of year. 
A garden that is ready for seed sow- | 
ing or planting should be in a condf-' 
tion that one can walk overeit and 
not sink to the ankles in soft ground. 

Seed for any purpose should be 
sown in rows, whether in the open or 
in flats in house or hotbed. 

A garden line is necessary to 
keep rows straight, and should be) 
taut, not loose. A marker should be 
used. This could be a 2 by 1 inch} 
stick, six to eight feet long, with a) 
notch 1-2 inch deep on the 1-inch side | 
at one end and a notch one inch deep | 
on the same side at the other end. | 
Place the notch over the line and push 
the stick along the line, which will 
leave a drill for sowing. The 1-2 inch | 
notch should be used for small seeds, | 


such as peas, beans, etc. 

If a shallow drill is required do not 
bear down on the marker, if a deep 
drill is required, bear down heavily 
on the’marker. Remove the line to} 
the next row and so on until rows are 
all ready for sowing.

truly Blossom Land. 

Time was when Blossom Week ar- 
rived and departed unheralded and 
unsung, but now this is all changed. 
Last year the entire Peninsula co- 
operated with Grimsby—the heart of 
the fruit belt--in staging a glorious 
day of parades, floats and pageants, 
culminating in an evening outdoor 
performance before several thousand 
people ang at which the Blossom 
Queen was crowned by Hon, P. M. De- 
wan, Ontario Minister of Agriculture.

This will give enough 
covering, then take the rake by the 
handle (head down) and beat the 
surface of the drill, making the soil 
firm around the seed. 
The benefit of fairly firm to firm 
soil is that when seeds have germin- 
ated and roots commence to’ form 
they prefer this environment rather 
than loose open soil where the ten- 
dency is for this loose open soil to 
dry out if drought sets in. 

As to the proper depth for the var- 
ious kinds of seed to be sown, a good 
plan is to sow all seeds about three 
times their own depth. 


$150,000 FIRE AT

The British Post Office which has 
charge of all mail, wire and radio. 
communication in the United Ki 
dom has built a gigantic short wave 
receiving station on Cooling Marshes, 
near Gravesend, Kent., to handle traf- 
fic arising from the King's visit to 
Canada and the United States. 

The Cooling Marshes Station which 
has directional aerials three miles 
long will work with @ specially con- 
structed station in Newfoundland 
through which messages originating 
in Canada will be relayed. 

When King George rushes across 
the Dominion in the Governor-Gen- 
eral’s train he will be able to talk 
with members of his cabinet in Down- 
ing Street. A room in the famous 
dead-end street is -being soundproofed 
so that the cabinet may report to 
the King in a loud voice without fear 
of being overheard by eavesdroppers. 

The Cooling Marshes station also 
will handle relays for the British 
Broadcasting Corporation of whatever 
speeches His Majesty makes in Can- 
ada as well the eye-witness descrip- 
tions of public events which the BBC 
plans to carry.

STRANGE MALADY 
’ AFFECTS YOUNG 
PIGS IN P. E. COUNTY 


A strange malady that saps’ the 
blood of young pigs is making great 
inroads in swine herds of farmers 
residing in the Wellington, Bloomfield 
and Hillier districts of Prince Ed- 
ward County. 

Hubert MacDonald, Bloomfield far- 
mer, lost thirty of his young porkers 
out of a herd of thirty-four. Twenty- 
four of John Palmer's herd of Hillier 
have already succumbed to the dis- 
ease while George Baitley, Wellington 
agriculturist lost three of his choice 
herd recently. 

Dr. J. G. Smith, Wellington veter- 
inary, called by Baitley, performed a 
post-mortem on one of the animals 
and discovered they contained prac- 
tically no red blood at all. A small 
amount of pale pinkish fluid was 
found near the throats of the animals. 
The intestines were found to be nor- 
mal. 

Dr. Smith was at a loss to diagnose 
the strange cases. “I have never seen 


anything like this before,” he told 
Baitley. 
The pigs affected range between 


the weights of 24 and 35 pounds. The 
animals eat well and act normal unti! 
an hour hefore they lie down and die.

U. S. SHUTS OUT NAZI 
AIR LINES FROM 
TRANSATLANTIC SERVICE 


Germany will be shut out of com- 
mercial transatlantic airlines to the 
United States until some time after 
the lines to Great Britain and France 
are established and making money. 

Informed officials, who gave this 
as their oenclusion said Monday it 
was based primarily on economic 
reasons, whatever political considera- 
tions of strained diplomatic relations 
between the United States and Germ- 
any may enter the picture. 

Germany asked more than two 
years ago for permission to. establish 
regular service to the United States. 
But no favorable answer thus far has 
been given—nor will it be given . for 
some time. 

Officials at Washington »say that 
this is the situation: 

Air accords have already been en- 
tered into with Great Britain and 
Weance for the operation of air lines 
Across the Atlantic, The accord with 
Britain dates back to December, 1935. 

The accords provide for reciprocity 
each country can operate a two-way 
service to the United States and the 
United states can operate a two-way 
gervice to each of them. And here is 
the crux of the problem with regard 
to Germany: 

Officials are not disposed to grant 
Germany's application without get- 
ting an identical privilege in ex- 
change. But American companies, al- 
ready occupied to the extent of their 
capacities in preparing for the Brit- 
ish and French runs, are not in posi- 
tien to start service to Germany at 
this time. 

If the German application were 
granted, Germany would be able to 
start air lines to the United States 
while American lines would not be in 
a position to compete.
